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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-10, and 15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Buonauito (U.S. 5,496,236). Please refer to paragraph number 3 of the Office Action 
dated May 28, 2006. In addition, note in figure 3 that Buonauito teaches 'an open 
portion generally located in the first plane between the two upstanding sections'. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 6, 11-14, and 16-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Buonauito alone. Please refer to paragraph numbers 5-6 in the 
Office Action dated May 28, 2006. In addition, note in figure 3 that Buonauito teaches 
'an open portion generally located in the first plane between the two upstanding 
sections'. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 08/22/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's assertion that the 
cited prior art fails to teach an open portion generally located in the first plane between 
the two upstanding sections. 
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Buonauito clearly shows open portions 
lying in the plane as required in the claims. Absent further limitation, Buonauito clearly 
meets the claim language.
